MONEY OUE NOW $107,000

SAYS FIGHT WAS ONE OF SPITE 


Employés of the sanitary district are to be 
Paid their July and August salaries today. 

Early yesterday Trustees Healy and Clark 
made arrangements to borrow on their per- 
sonal notes $110,000 from the Continental- 
Commercial National bank. With this they 
planned to pay the salaries without interest 
or other charges of all employés, except trus- 
tees and their “ secretaries," upon assign- 
ment of their claims against the district. 

They planned to begin paying this morn- 
ing, but President Smyth refused to turn 
over the payrolls to the clerk of the board. 
The intentions of the two trustees were 
printed in the afternoon papers. If the plan 
were carried out it would make the president 
of the district unpopular with the 616 em- 
ployés. 

So it was announced by James M. Sheean, 
attorney for President Smyth, that Mr. 
Smyth will sign the salary warrants today. 


Smyth’s Action Causes Delay. 

It was the refusal of the president to sign 
the bulk salary warrants for the twomonths, 
which aggregate about $107,000, that has 
delayed the payments. The legal department 
of the district has been predicting that At- 
.torney Sheeab would advise his client that 
he legally is compelied to obey the rules of 
the board and therefore sign the bulk salary 
Warrants. 0 . e 

The action of Trustees Healy and Clark 
forced the announcement by Attorney Sheean 
on behalf of his client. According. to the 
announcement, the president win make it 
possible to pay the employés he sought to 
discharge, as well as others whose employ- 
ment is not questioned. 

The trouble over the payrolls started when 
President Smyth suddenly announced in June 
that he had discharged thirty-eight employés 
for the sake of economy and efficiency.” 
Some of his own appointees by mistake were 
Included in the list. Immediately the presi- 
dent decided that they were necessary and 
that neither economy nor efficiency would be 
served by removing them. For other reasons. 
more Were reinstated until the list numbered 
only twenty-six. 


Discharged Employes Bring Suit. 

Suit was filed on behalf of twenty-four of 
these discharged employés for their salaries 
and they obtained judgment in Municipal 
Judge Stewart's court last Monday. Two of 
the twenty-six declined to participate in the 
sult. Judges McDonald and Brentano had 
préviously decided, in effect, that the presi- 
dent had no power to discharge these men. 
The president, however, declined to sign the 
salary warrant for any of the employés be- 
cause he disliked a bulk warrant. 

The “ secretaries " of the trustees appear 


act .which increases the salaries of the 
trustees from $3,000 to $5,000 a year each be- 
came operative July 1. The increase is not 
permitted to trustees now in office. In lieu 
of the increase the trustees are permitted to 
appoint “ secretaries’”’ at an annual salary 
of $2,000 each.

LOSE BY ONLY 295 VOTES. 


Portland, Me., Sept. 12—After a day of al- 
most constant surprises, during which the 
result was many times hanging in the bal- 
ance, appeared tonight on the face of re- 
turns from town and city clerks in all except 
196 towns and plantations that prohibition 
had won in the special election of yesterday 
by 205 votes. 

Most of the towns yet to be heard from have 
been unofficially reported with small ma- 
jorities favoring retention of the prohſbitory 
amendment in the constitution and any 
change in the vote of these places is likely to 
help the prohſbitionlsts. 


More Dry Votes on Tap. 

In addition to the 286 majority shown by the 
clerks’ returns there are fifty more dry 
votes known to exist in Portland which are 
not included in the city clerk's report because 
of an admitted error. If necessary the anti- 
repealers will petition for a recount. 

The change from an apparent victory for 
the wet side by 700 votes to 295 votes in 
favor of the drys came as a big surprise. 
The prohibitionists had practically conceded 


defeat, while representatives of those who 


sought the repeal of the constitutions 
amendment had sent out numerous state- 
ments on the strength of their apparent safe 
majority.

THREE NEW PARKS PLANNED 
BY WEST SIDE COMMISSION. 


One of 154 Acres and Two Smaller 
Recreation Grounds Propoted by the 
Board. 


‘Three new fresh afr recreation centers for 
west siders, one of which will rank with 
Humboldt, Garfield, and Douglas parks in 


meeting of the west side park commission. 

The largest park of the three will take in 
154 acres of densely wooded property bound- 
e1 by Austin and Central avenues, West 
Adams street, and the Metropolitan elevated 
railway, if a bond issue authorized by the 
commissioners is approved at the polls. 

The bond issue, in accordance with a rese- 
lution introdueed at the board meeting, will 
place an additional $1,000,000 at the dis- 
posal of the board. It is to be balloted upon 
by voters of the West Chicago park district 
at the November elections. William Kola- 
chek, president of the board, declares the 
property is an ideal location for a public park. 

Two sites for smaller parks Were selected. 
One ie in the district bounded by West 
Eighteenth, West Nineteenth, South Wood, 
and South Lincoln streets. The other lies 
between Noble, Blackhawk, Cleaver, and 
Bradley streets. 

Commissioner Joseph A, O'Donnell was the 
only member of the board to advocate an- 
other site for ths park, 

There are now 629 acres under control of 
the board. Under the law, the west side is 
entitled to 1.050 acres—a ratio of one acre to 
each 500 inhabitants of the park district.

St. Luke’s Hospital Officials 
Fear Child Is Dying on 
Long Trip to Its Home,

He Was seized with spasms, and Dr. Ber- 
trand of Green Bay was called in time to 
alleviate the little fellow’s sufferings. 


Removal of Tack Difficult. 

Removal of the tack at the time was found 
impossible, as it was forced below the 
esophagus and tound lodgment in the child's 
lung. 

John was brought to Chicago by Dr. Ber- 
trand two weeks o. The tack had been in 
the child's lung for six weeks and the terrible 
pains he suffered made an operation advisa- 
ble, according to the opinion of Dr. A. E. Hal- 
stead of the hospital staff. 


Snatches Baby from Cot. 

The child's mother was distressed when it 
was suggested that an operation be per- 
formed to remove the tack. 

While Dr. Halstead was absent from the 
hospital. Mrs. Devereaux entered the ward 
where her son lay, snatched him from his 
couch, and ran from the building. 

„he child may recover in time without an 
operation,” sai@ Dr. Halstead, but if in- 
flammation sets in he will die. The tack 
might work its way out as needles sometimes 
oo, without an operation.“

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MWEENY GETS ORDERS. 


Executive Says Many Complaints 
Call for Drastic Action; Chief | 
Assures Compliance.

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Mayor Harrison yesterday ordered Chief | 
of Police McWeeny to enforce the laws regu- 
lating Chicago's saioons. In three letters to 
the chief the mayor declared that saloon- 
keepers are constantly violating the law and 
ordered drastic action, as follows: 


Abolish all wincrooms in saiocons. 
Euforee the 1 o’clock closing law. 
Stop vaudeville in saloons. 


From all parts of the city have come com- 
plaints of the law violations and the lax 
police supervision, the mayor declared. En- 
forcement of the 1 o’clock closing law was 
ordered as a result of an investigation and 
report made by the Juvenile Protective asso- 
ciation. Chief McWeeny declared that the 
report and complaints that the saloons did not 
close at 1 o'clock are without foundation 


Mayor Disagrees with Chief. 
Mayor Harrison evidently took a different 
view of the association’s report. This is what 
he told Chief McWeeny yesterday: 

Complaint is made from all sections of 
the city of the violation of the 1 o'clock i 
closing law. Please issue a bulletin to 
commanding officers calling attention to 
this fact and putting it up to them to see 
that the ordinance is ee ee 
The abolishment of winero and vaude- 
ville in saloons is ordered as a result of dis- 
coveries made by Mayor Harrison's special 
investigator and following numerous cor 
plaints. The mayor's letter to the chief in 
this respect and ordering the enforcement of 
the wineroom ordinance follows: 

My private investigator reports tbat 

in all sections of the city there are eva- 

sions of the wineroom ordinance. In sa- 
loons desiring to evade the ordinance the 
method of procedure today is to have 
booths either with or without curtains: 

and either unlighted or lighted with a 

dim light and deep enough to prevent a 
couple occupying them to be seen except 
dy one making a careful scrutiny of the 
booths. 

I would suggest that officers be as- 
signed to check up ab saloons in the city, 
as was done at the time of the original 
passage of the wineroom ordinance, and 
report all cases where an attempt is made 
to evade the provisions of the ordinance, 
and that instructions be issued to com- 
manding officers which will result in tun 
complaince with the terms of the ordi- 
nance. 


Forbids Vaudeville in Saloons. 
Vaudeville entertainment which has flour- 
ished uncontrolled for several months in Chi- 
cago saloons must go, the mayor declared. 
Following is the letter the mayor sent to 
Chief McWeeny: 

Please issue instructions that the so- 
called vaude ville shows be cut out of all 
saloons in the city. It is almost an impos- 
sibility to make a distinction between the 
reputable and disreputable saloons where 
privileges of this character are granted. 
Numerous complaints are made to this of- 
fice of conditions in various sections of the 
city where these so-called vaudeville per- 

mances are merely advertisements for. 
the lowest form of vice. 

Strictly speaking, a oon is not en- 
titled to a privilege of this character, and 
I would suggest that orders be issued pro- 
hibiting the granting of these privileges 
and that no change be made in them with- 
out notice from this office.

Forseeing her death from consumption was 
inevitable tying her frightful sufferings, 
Sister EMzabeth and Brother Gillette admin- 
istered chloroform to Sister Sadie and made 
her physical tortures end in a peaceful. pain- 
less death. | 
It was at Sister Sadie’s prayer that her 
loving, sympathetic friencs administered the 
anesthetic under which she passed from 
unconsciousness: into the hereafter. 

Before God, I think I did right.“ calmly 
My conscience 
is perfectly at ease. If the act was unwise, 
only my great feeling for her prompted me to 
commit it. O, how she suffered.!’’ 


Both Released on Bail. 

After a formal hearing Sister Elizabeth 
and Brother Gillette were held on the charge 
of murder, Yet Judge G. F. Parker took an 
unprecedented step and admitted them to 
bail; Sister Elizabeth in $2,000, Brother Gil- 
lette in 358,000. Other members of the colony, 
which is near Ashton, furnished the bail. 

Never before were Shakers in a court in 
this county; the whole communtty regards 
them as personifying righteousness and hon- 
esty. That the magistrate admitted them to 
bail when accused of a capital crime makes 
it plain that, in his opinion, they were not 
actuated by any criminal purpose or intent. 
Indeed, public sentiment already favors their 
dismissal by the grand jury, and even if they 
are indicted it is doubf€ul if a jury could: be 
found to convict them. 

It may be stated as an enlightening fact 
that an attempt to take one’s own lifeis not g 
crime in this state and the general opinion 
here is that Sister Sadie’s death was by sul- 
elde: assisted suicide. : 


Tells of Giving Chloroform. 

“Sister Sadie L. Marchant came to our 
colony six years ago, said Brother Gillette. 
“She was doomed to death from consump- 
tion then, and we all knew the time was 
short before she would be called to her final 
reward. The climax came on Aug. 20. She 
was seized with chills; hemorrhages, and 
other symptoms which every one knows 
mean that the end of any one with consump- 
tion is near. 

“Bister Sadie had always told us to let 
her die in peace and without pain, and 
asked Sister Elizabeth that day to let her 
get out of the body. Sister Sadie refused to 
eat anything more after that.. On Sunday 
night, the 20th, she was in agony and toward 
morning begged us to kill her. She suffered 
and pleaded so until Tuesday noon that I 
went to St. Cloud and got two ounces of 
chloroform, which I gave to her on a cloth 
and she went to sleep. Later she came out 
from under the influence of the dose and 1 
gave her another. She passed out about ten 
minutes before 6 o’clock. 

“ Every time I gave her anything D asked 
her, ‘ Sadie, do you want this?’ and she would 
say Tes.“ She was suffering so she did not 
want to live.”’

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BUMPS INTO TWO TREES. 


Covers Almost 40 Miles on Second 1 
Before Mishap. 
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Alta, Cal., Sept. 12.— Aviator Bod * 
Fo wier, en route from San Francisco to New 
York, met with the first mishap of hie pioneer 
cross country’ aerial voyage here at 10:30 
o'clock this morning, when, in trying to make 
a landing, necessitated by a refractory en- 


with two trees, hurling it to the ground and 
slightly injuring the birdman. 

Both planes of the craft and its two pro- 
pellers were broken, and Fowler will be de- 
layed here at least two days before he can 
resume bis eastern journey. 

Before leaving Auburn this morning 
Fowler had his first trouble with his engine, 
when a wire of the magneto circult pulled 
} out. The wire was repaired, but it is believed. 

that it was thie defect which caused the later 
trouble. 


Leaving Auburn at 9:37 o'clock, Fowler rose 
to @ height of about 400 feet, and followed 
the route ef the Southern Pacific tracks 
through the rolling approaches to the foothill 
district. For almost forty miles he sailed 
along without mishap, easily distancing the 
special train and automobiles that had start- 
ed from Auburn at the same time. ( 
As he came into view in this section, how- 
ever, it was apparent that something was 
wrong with his craft. About a half mile 
from here his course sudddenly deviated 
sharply. He did not slacken speed, and his 
machine dashed full into the two trees. 


Aviator Falls with Plane. 

At a height of about fifty feet from the 
ground the right plane of the machine struck 
the right hand tree with a splintering sound 
and the force of the blow sent the craft ca- 
reening against the other tree. This sec- 
ond blow crushed the left plane, and with 
both wings thus crumpled into a useless 
mass the machine upset as it started on its 
fall to earth. 

Fowler remained in his seat until the ma- 
chine struck the ground. when he was huried 
against the motor and through the débris 
to the ground. 

In explaining his mishap, Fowler said that 
his steering gear had suddenly become 
blocked when he was a few miles from the 
scene of the accident, and he was helpless to 
direct his course.

After 
seeing that Miss Winslow was comfortably 
established in her quartera, the women left 
the hotel and have not been seen therw 
singe. 

Door Cracks Stuffed. 

Miss Winslow wae not seen after she went 
to her room Monday night until her body was 
discovered yesterday evening at 6 o'clock. 
She had left word thet she did not wish to be 
disturbed during the day, but a bellboy saw 
that cracks about the door of her room had 
been packed with paper and the rg was 
forced open. 

It was learned from her 1 el Dr. 
F. D. Hollenbeck, who had attended her at 
the Henrotin hospital, that she hada brother 
in Colorado, and a married sister in Missouri. 
The doctor said she had often made threats 
of suicide because of ber ill health and fail 
ure to obtain employment. 


Tube Tied to Head.

FOOD INSPECTOR UNDER FIRE 


Civil Serviee Body Charges Pad- 
ding“ of Expense Account. 


GIVE OUT REPORT TODAY. 


Members Promise Disclosures; to Press 
Case Against Dr. Perry. 


Charges were filed against one food in- 
Spector yesterday in the course of the city 
civil service commission's investigation of 
the food bureau of the city health depart- 
ment. Patrick Caufield, a food inspector, liv- 
ing at 915 East Seventy-sixth street, is ac- 
cused of padding his expense account. 

That other charges will be filed within the 
next few days against Dr. Benjamin Perry, 
chief food inepector; and ether employés of 
the bureau, is regarded as certain. Charges 
made against Dr. Perry a month ago by a 
taxpayer also will be pressed. 


Commission’s Report Due Today. 

The findings of the commission are sched 
uled to be made public today. Members of 
that body said last night that sensational 
disclosures will be made. 

Caufield is accused of padding an expense 
account which he submitted to the depart- 
ment on Sept. 4. His expenses for the pre- 
ceding week amounted to between $18 and 
$19, according to the report. He had made 
an itemized account, charging railroad fare, 
livery hire, and board and lodging in Lemont 
and Orland, III. 


Charged for Lodging; Home? 


Investigators say that Caufield was at his 
home in Chicago on the night he claims to 
have remained out of the city. It is claimed 
that the account was padded approximately 
five dollars. 

Dr. B. E. Sherman, assistant chief of the 
food bureau, will be one of the witnesses 
against Caufield. 

I think we can. prove the charges, said 
Dr. Sherman last night. 

Caufield was accused of similar practices 
lest December. Charges were filed against 


him at that time, but they were not proven. 


$8,000 YACHT SOLD FOR $460. 


Vessel Built for Invalid Goes Under

James Levine and Oscar E. Brown, the ex- 
convicts arrested in connection with the mur - 
der of Frederick Wennerstrom at Cary, es- 
tablished their innocence of that crime yes- 
terday, but have been implicated in the mur- 
der of Frank Kirshenstein in his saloon at 
1602 South Paulina street. 

Mrs. Barbara Kirshenstein, widow of the 
slain’ salognkeeper, positively identified Le- 
vine as of the gang that attacked her 
husband and made a partial identification 
of Brown. This murder and robbery took 
place on the night of Sept. 2. Otha Sutton, 
night telegraph operator at the Chicago 
Heights station of the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois railread, also positively identified 
Levine as the man who covered him with 
4 revolver on the night of Sept. 8. This wit- 
ness gaid Brown “ looks like the man who 
searched his pockets. 


Levine Drows Revolver, 

Since his release from Joliet some months 
ago Brown has been employed as a book- 
keeper for the International Harvester com- 
pay. His superiors and fellow employés 
proved to the police that Brown was in Chi- 
cago on the night of Aug. 30, when Wennér- 
strom was killed. Brown admitted, accord- 
ing to Capt. Halpin, that he was preparing 
to fiee from Chicago when arrested 

Brown and Levine became friends in Joliet 
several years ago, and associated since their 
release. They reside in Jefferson park. As 
the officers closed in on them Levine drew a 
big revolver and attempted to fire it. This 
weapon was identified as one of two revolvers 
the thieves took from the Chicago Heights 
station. Brown was not armed. 


Identified by Station Telegrapher. 

Years ago Brown was a-telegrapher. As 
two men approached Sutton at the railroad 
station Brown is said to have explained they 
were surveyors employed on the road and 
said they expected sealed orders and mail. 
Sutton unlocked the door of a private room 
to search for mail. As he turned he found 
Levine’s revolyer stuck in his face. Sutton 
would not say positively that Brown is the 
man who searched him. 8

FORM DUAL PLUMBERS’ UNION: 
SEEK TO AVOID BIG STRIKES. 


Contractors Support New Organization 
—Tire of Jurisdictional Troubles 
Cement Workers in Convention. 


Organization of a dual union of plumbers 
in Chicago is the latest remedy of general con- 
tractors who have been unable to complete 
$7,000,000 worth of buildings because of the 
trouble between the steamfitters and the 
United Association of Plumbers. 

Two hundred and twenty members of the 
new union are now working on buildings 
strikes against the steamfitters. It was re- 
ported yesterday thet plumbers were de- 
serting the old union and joining the new 
one. Since the fight began approximately 
half of the 1,600 members of the United asso- 
ciation have been out of work. 

The cement workers are holding their na- 
tional convention at the Sherman hotel. 
Among the imgortant problems that have 
been discussed is the jurisdictional fight be- 
tween the cement workers of Chicago and the 
bricklayers. 


CHURCH SUES MELROSE : PARK. 


Religious Persecution Charged— 
Building Operations Held Up by 
Village Officials, 


Religious persecution is charged by the 
trustees of the First Lettish Baptist church 
at Melrose Park in a suit filed yesterday in 
the Superior court against the officials of the 
village. They say that for more thane year 
the authorities have refused to allow them 
to complete the foundations for a church 
building. 

The reason given in the bill is that many 
persons living near the church are opposed to 
Protestants.

O'Neal by the hand 
and remarked that he did not wish fo be mis- 
understood. Gov. O'Neal later said he had 
stepped to the piazza to meet Mrs. O’Neal, 

who, he had heard, was there. 


Urges Uniform Divorce Laws. 
The movement for uniform divorce laws for 
all states was brought before the convention 
today in an earnest appeal for them by Gov. 
Carey of Wyoming. . 
“The question of divorce is the most im-, 
portant of the day,” he said. “ Personally I 
= come from a woman’s suffrage state, and I 
ay want to see every other state in the union 
adopt woman suffrage. I think it would lead 
to a remedy for the divorce evil. Let the 
women of the country have a voice in de- 
ciding how to deal with this question. 
„One man should marry but one woman, 
and one woman should wed but one man. 
There is crying need for the states to get to- 
gether on this. It would be wrong, in my 
opinion, to appeal to congress for a constitu- 
tional amendment relating to divorce when 
the states themselves can deal effectively 
ar with the problem. I hope the states will get 
1 together, thrash out the matter, and adopt 
A i uniform divorce laws that will put an end 
= to the evil.” 
| Politics Barred at Meeting. 
Politics, at least the variety of politics that 
concerns the personal ambitions of those 
present, are taboo at the convention. The 
two governors who are expected to be lead- 
ing candidates before the next Democratic 
national convention, Woodrow Wilson and 
r Judson Harmon, were amiably mum. Many 
ft persons tried to get Gov.

The First United States Cabinet“ 


American institutions force our statecraft into the open. The deliberations in the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet show statesmanship in action. There, for instance, in Washington’s time, 
Hamilton formulated the pian for our whole system of finance and taxation, while Jefferson 
presented the problems in our foreign relations with his recommendations as to the measures 
to be adopted to prevent the fledgling nation from falling a prey to the might and avarice of 
England, France and Spain. When these matters had been discussed and a [decision arrived 
at, there would be prepared for the signature of the President a document retracing the reason- 
ing of the Cabinet; first, the matter to be accomplished was described, the available means 
were presented, and the machinery was set in motion. 

Thus, in these State papers, every maneuver was recorded asin the logbook. Take the 
Whisky Insurrection as an example. When the news of the rioting and bloodshed came the 
President took counsel with his Cabinet. He knew and they knew that on their handling of 
this rebellion depended the life of the Nation they had sworn to preserve; the issues were the 
triumph of law, the vindication of majority rule and conquest of nationality over sectionalism, 
or anarchy, dismemberment, civil war and certain loss of those liberties which Washington 
and his Continentals had so painfully won. The conclusions of the Cabinet are expounded in 
those great State Papers in which Washington mapped out the course to be followed when 
dealing with a disorder to which public opinion is either indifferent or friendly. 

In this manner events and doctrines were treated by the master minds of the im 
not by later historians, but by the living witnesses best fitted by training, character and posie 
tion to see them clearly and comprehend them nightly, 


Today, just the same as in Washington’s time, the consummate stage of American 
Statesmanship is seen in the proceedings of the Cabinet. And, though we have drawn our 
example from the past, we believe that present-day Statesmen easily measure up to the stand- 
ard of their predecessors. The burdens entailed by our acquisition of the Philippines and by 
the Panama Canal, not to speak of the colossal task of settling the trust problem, call forth 
the highest form of statecraft. The fruit of that statesmanship is embodied in the official 


utterances of the President. 
Thus may be, traced every great problem upon which the individual and united prosper- 


ity of this country has been and is founded by the use of the “Messages and Papers of the

And then imagine all traffic reduced 
to men afoot, or 1 in 1,000 carried by two to 
four men in a chair, and every pound of its 
commerce borne by men. ; 


No More Squalor than in Chicago. 


The Chinese are no more fond of squalor 
than you or I. There is perhaps no mors 
squalor in Canton than in Chicago; but we 
see more of it because it is evenly dis- 
tributed here. We segregate squalor and 
relegate it to the back lots, so firmly fixed 
in us is the idea that we should put our best 
foot foremost, put the parlor next the street 
and cover the windows with silk. The rich- 
est families in Canton live behind the most 
slimple walls, pierced only by a carved door. 
Within, it is fairyland. 

I suspect the Chinese love fresh air, green 
fields, and smiling landscapes, and birds; 
and broad streets and open parks. But 
Canton grew up to meet special circum- 
stances and peculiar conditions. Old cities 
were walled cities and men became accus- 
tomed to packing themselves in. Canton is 
only about 100 years behind European cit- 
les in civic housekeeping. Even today I 
will back it against Naples or any South 
Italian city m matters of decency.
